the Arch-biſhop being veſted as before, ſet- 
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ing the Crown of State (provided for the 
King, and laid ready upon the Altar, to be 
worn by him the reſt of the Solemnity) u 
on his Head, and that being done, the Are 
biſhop, the Dean of Weſtminſter, and the two 
Biſhops, Aſſiſtants, who read the Litany , 
diveſt themſelves of their Copes, and leave 
them there, proceeding in their uſual Habits. 

Then the King rakes his Scepter, with 
his Croſs in his Right-Hand, and the Orb 
in the Left. And the Sword and the Rod 
with the Dove being born before his Ma- 
jeſty, and the Heralds having again put 
the the reſt of the Proceſſion in order, | 
go from King Edward's Chappel to the The- 
atre, and thence through the midſt of the 
Choir and the' Body of the Church, and 
ſo out at the Weſt-Door, and return into 
Weſtzinſter-Hall in the fame manner as they 
came, ſaving that the Peers, who in the fore 
mer Proceſſion, carry*d any of the Regalia, 
which are now. left behind in the Church, 
or which the King now wears, or bears 
himſelf, go not now as they did then, im- 
mediately before the the King, but fall in- 
to- the Proceſſion, and are rank'd in Place 


according to their Degrees and Conſecrati- 


ons; and in this Proceſſion all the Noble- 
men have their Coronets, and all the Bi- 


ſhops their Caps on their Heads; the Kings 


at Arms too their Crowns. |
